Our  i^^edium  Snowball  is  the  most  self -protecting  type 
of  the  Snowballs.  As  you  will  notice,  we  are  calling  our  strains 
by  their  right  names,  as  we  know  that  these  names  are  v/ell  known 
to  the  grov/er  of  the  actual  market  prod.uct,  and  we  feel  that  this 
will  simplify  matters  for  him,  instead  of  i  x-iventing  a  lot  of  new 
names,  as  long  as  every  grower  knows  that  we  can  perfectly  well 
cut  down  the  average  list  of  Cauliflower  seed,  to,  say  five  or 
six  individual  good  types. 

/e  carry  on  our  trial  ground  work,  quite  extensiveby 
and  do  very  strict  rogueing  of  our  fields.  After  the  seed  have 
been  put  into  commercial  condition,  germination  tests  are  performed 
at "the  State  Laboratory  in  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  before  shipment 
is  made.  After  the  seed  have  arrived  in  this  country,  germination 
tests  are  performed  at  regular  intervals  here  at  the  office,  so 
that  we,  at  all  times,  know  what  we  are  sending  out.  Soil  tests 
are  performed  at  Riverhea,d,  Long  Island,  ¥.  ,Y .
